In most of the Southern States a ma- 


jority of the voters are practically dis- 
franchised. I need not give a history 
of the outrages perpetrated. The re- 
cent murder of a citizen of Yazoo 
county, in Mississippi, because he bolt- 
ed the regular bull-dozers' ticket, and 
became an independent candidate, is 
only a conspicuous instance of what 
has been happening ever since the war. 


The most remarkable thing connected 


with all this is the tact that no con- 
spicuous Southern man, holding a posi- 
tion of prominence, has denounced it, 
and there has scarcely been an effort to 
change the condition of things.

As they are 


now going on with their repudiation of 
public and private indebtedness, with 
their cowardly assassinations and mid- 
night burnings, with their persecution 
of every liberal and generous senti- 
ment, they must very soon relapse into 
the barbarism and gloom of the middle 
ages. It is questionable to-day whether 
the petty States of Mexico and South 
America do not surpass Mississippi in 
wealth, intelligence and refinement.

This was reiterated in every South 


ern paper and by every Southern orator. 
The • most complete and conclusive an- 
swer was made to it about the time of 
the Cring upon Ft. Sumter. A Charles- 
ton dealer telegraphed to a commission 
merchant in New York: "Send me at 
once a thousand barrels of flour". In 
less than half an hour he received the 
reply: J"Eat your cottom,damn you '" 


But there has been, if possible, more 


conspicuous evidence |of the entire ab 
sence of statesmanship in the South 
since the war than before. Never was 
there such magnanimity shown to a con- 
quered people as that displayed by the 
victorious Uuion soldier. When Ger- 
many had France at her feet as the re- 
sult of her conquest in 1871, she ex- 
acted not only two of the fairest provi- 
nces, but required the conquered Em- 
pire, after having paid the expenses of 
her own war, to also pay expenses in- 
curred by the Germans. Before the 
German would withdraw he was paid 
by the French five milliards of francos, 
$1,000,000,000, but, notwithstanding 
the great burden, France paid the debt, 
and perhaps was never more prosperous 
than she is to day. There are states- 
men in France. 


When you, the soldiers of the Re- 


public, had the South at your feet, you 
asked no indemnity, but simply said 
go back to your homes and keep the 
peace, build up the waste places, recover 
as rapidly as possible from the ravages 
of war. And you took upon yourselves 
a great burden of debt, every dollar of 
which in justice and equity you might 
have assessed upon those who were 
responsible for it. 


We hoped, after the magnanimity 


shown to the rebellious people, that they 
would profit by their mistakes and 
shortsightedness, and address them- 
selves to the Uik of retrieving their 
lost fortunes. We fondly hoped that 
they would adjust themselves to the 
new order of things brought about by 
the destruction of slavery. How com- 
pletely have we been disappointed ! 


The soldiers of the Confederacy had 


scarcely returned to their homes before 
they commenced a raid upon the only 
people who could bring any capital 
among them. The Union soldier, who 
had shown them such magnanimity, 
who has the same right to emigrate to 
Mississippi or Louisiana, as to Iowa or 
Nebraska, was denounced as a carpet- 
bagger and driven out. The Northern 
men who emigrated with their money 
and their brawn to the Southern States, 
aud who would have made them as 
prosperous as Illinois and Iowa were 
proscribed and persecuted until obliged 
to flee. Emigration from the North, 
which promised so much, was entirely 
stopped. The negro, the last hope of 
the cotton states, has been proscribed, 
persecuted, whipped, 
murdered. in

of Jno Gully to mature plans for car- 
rying the conspiracy into effect.

some of the states witnesses testified 
that the object of that meeting was 
nothing more than to discuss the prac 
tieability of a body of citizens going to 
DeKalb the following day, to assist in 
the arrest ot Chisholm, and of others 
charged with the murder of John W. 
Gully, should they resist and assistance 
be necessary. 


Among the declarations made after 


the killing of Chisholm, going to show 
conspiracy, was tho declaration of de 
fendant, that "we have done what we 
came to do, and if there is any hanging 
to be done, here is my neck." 


The testimony of the defense tends 


to contradict some of 
the material 


statements of witnesses for the prose- 
cution, as to the firing in the jail ; who 
shot Cornclii and Judge Chisholm , 
what parties in the crowd h»lgnns, 
the actions of defendant while in jail 
during the firing, and (he relative posi- 
tion of all parties.
